| Shelter pets used for research

Hundreds of dogs and cats that end up in 
Utah shelters also end up in Utah laboratories. 
According to Utah law, education and research 
institutions that are approved by the 
Department of Health can requisition animals 
from local pounds to be used by those institu- 
tions for experimentation and research. 
“Research with dogs has saved an awful lot of 
said James Lords, professor of biology at 


However, Katharine Brant, publications editor 


. for the Humane Society of Utah said that shel- 


ters are forced to be a supermarket for research 
animals. \ 

“A shelter should not be used as a warehouse 
for cheap tools ... The animals in those shelters 
are pets that have been conditioned, raised and 
nurtured to love and trust people. Use of pets 


‘for research is a treacherous eae of that 


trust,” Brant said. 


Utah is one of five states and the District of 
Columbia that allow legally impounded animals 
to be used by institutions for research purposes, 
said Jack L. Taylor, director of animal resources 
at the University of Utah... 

The Daily Universe reported Friday that 62 
percent of all dogs and 85 percent of all cats 
impounded by the Utah county shelter will be 
euthanized. Under the law, all of these animals 
are eligible for research use. 

If a dog is impounded and the owner cannot be 
found within three days, then a judgement is 
made as of the adoptability of the animal. If the 
dog is judged negatively, then it is euthanized 
or “we have to give them up” for research, said 
Set. Rex Murdock, animal regulation coordina- 
tor at the Utah county animal shelter. 

Institutions will call the shelter and request a 
certain number of dogs and cats within a cer- 
tain weight range, Murdock said. “They usually 
like the larger ones.’ 

Bobbi Rusk, a 32: -year-old graduate student in 


Spanish pedagogy said, “They want the big dogs 
that have big veins. They want the big friendly 
dogs that won’t bite them when they’re hurt,” 
she said. 

Brigham Young University uses 30 to 40 dogs 
a year in its research and educational pro- 
grams, said Richard Thwaits, associate profes- 
sor of animal science. 

BYU has significantly cut the number of 
research animals it uses each year, Thwaits 
said. “We don’t do nearly the research that the 
U of U does. We are just trying to give the best 
possible education with the least possible ani- 
mals,” he said. 

The University of Utah used 414 dogs and 96 
cats for their research and education activities 
in 1992, Taylor said. “Ninety-nine percent of 
these animals came from Utah shelters,” he 
said. 

Much of what is known about orthopedics, 
neurology and even heart surgery has come 
from research with dogs and cats, Taylor said. 


Troops, leaders anticipate King verdict

LOS ANGELES — Hundreds of 
National Guard troops reported to 
staging areas Monday and civil 
rights leaders pleaded for restraint 
as a federal jury deliberated the 
case of four policemen accused of 
beating Rodney King. Jurors 


reached no verdict by the end of the 


day. 

- Shielded from the public’s jitters 
and the police buildup, the 12 
jurors resumed their talks after 
meeting Easter Sunday afternoon. 
Late Monday afternoon they head- 
ed back to the hotel where they 
were being sequestered. They were 
to resume deliberations Tuesday. 

Scores of TV trucks, satellite 
dishes at the ready, surrounded the 
downtown courthouse. 

Across town, guardsmen banged 
their rifle butts on the bed of a 
troop truck in a display of spirit at 
California National Guard head- 
quarters in Inglewood. 

About 600 guardsmen reported to 
area armories by Monday morning 
and the Police Department put 200 
extra officers on the streets at all 
times in case a verdict in the case 
triggered violence. 

However,..operations will_be.rou- 
tine until the jury reaches a ver- 
dict, both agencies said. 

“Unless there is a call for more, 
they are going to be here going 
through some drills, training, prob- 
ably double-checking their equip- 
ment,” said guard Capt. Lisa 
Corrivaia. 

The Rev. Benjamin Chavis, newly 
elected leader of the NAACP, said 
Monday he was concerned about 
the buildup of “military apparatus” 
in Los Angeles. 

“Law enforcement officials have 
the responsibility to keep order,” he 
said. “But what I’m saying is, I

want to make sure we don’t go too 
far and wind up doing something 
that is provocative.” 

Police Lt. John Dunkin said part 
of officers’ extensive training since 
last spring involved “making sure 
our response is controlled for any 
type of incident so we don’t overre- 
act.” 

“We’re in a tough position,” 
Dunkin said. “We’ve tried to 
remain open, so the public doesn’t 
think we’re hiding, that we aren’t 
prepared.” 


Police were heavily criticized last 
spring for their chaotic response to 
the riots that followed King’s last 


trial, killed 54 people and caused. 


more than $1 billion in damage. 

In addition to the 600 guardsmen 
at armories, at least 5,000 are 
available in Southern California- 
based units, Gov. Pete Wilson said 
last week. 

The 600 have left work for a week 
and will train mostly in the 
armories’ vata, said Sgt. Phil 
Jordan. 


Police began canceling days off 
and redeploying staff to put about 
one-third more officers, or 200, on 
the streets during each of the 
department’s three eight-hour 
shifts. 

The action stops short of a tacti- 
cal alert, in which all officers can 
be called to work and police put 
less emphasis on non-essential 
calls.

Utah cuts 4 days off deer hunting rifle season

The Utah Board of Big Game Control cut four 
days off the general season rifle deer hunt this 
year, shortening the hunt to seven days in 
October. 

The buck-only hunt will last from Oct. 23-29. 
The board cited the prolonged drought with 
statewide winter deaths as the reason for 
changing the hunting season. 

“Some of the board members and hunters 
thought it would build the buck population back 
up if the season was shortened,” said Grant 
Jense, assistant chief of the Wildlife Big Game 
Division. 

Jense said the deer season is set on a yearly 
basis. Whether this length of season will hap- 
pen again in upcoming years is not known, he 
said.

The board hopes the shortened season will 
help counteract the increase in deer mortality. 
Jense. said between 30 and 40 percent of deer 
deaths are a result of the drought. 

“I think it will be hard to prove the benefit of 
this program,” Jense said. 

Ron Davies, manager. of Gunnies, a gun store 
in Orem, said the new regulation will not 
decrease the number of people who go hunting. 
He said it will reduce the number of guns being 
used on the hunt. 

“T will still go deer hunting with my family but 
I won’t carry a gun,” Davies said. 

Davies expects the number of rifle hunters to 
decrease over the next two to three years 
because of the shortened season. He also 
expects to see an increase in the number of 
hunters who hunt with muzzleloader rifles. 

All big-game hunters may apply for any hunt 


in 1993. The board also established a new point 
system and new waiting periods for some big- 
game species. They reset the application process 
so everyone can start on an even playing field, 
said Wes Shield, Utah Wildlife Division chief of 
big game. 

Under the new system, one bonus point will be 
given for each year an applicant is unsuccessful | 
in drawing for a big game hunt. 

“The point basically means the person’s name 
will be put in the drawing one time for each 
point they have accumulated,” Shield said. 
Those who did not draw for two consecutive 
years will have their name put in the drawing 
two more times. 

Jense said the new waiting periods will be two 
years for antlerless elk and limited buck deer 
permits. The waiting period for buck antelope, 
bull elk and antlerless moose is five years. 


S. African murder 


leads to violence

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa 
— Blacks angered by the assassi- 
nation of popular black leader 
Chris Hani threw stones and shot 
at police and journalists in a 
Johannesburg township Monday, 
but the country generally was 
calm. 

Leaders of black groups urged 
their followers to refrain from vio- 
lence. They called for widespread 
demonstrations and a one-day 
strike in Johannesburg this week 
to protest Hani’s killing. 

Police, meanwhile, said they 
found a suspected “hit list” of 
politicians and several guns in the 
home of the white man suspected 
in Saturday’s killing. A white 
extremist group confirmed the sus- 
pect was a member, but there was 
no claim of responsibility for the 
killing. 

Violence erupted in the Katlehong 
black township outside 
Johannesburg after a protest rally 
by about 1,500 people. Small 
groups of youths broke off and 
burned a house and several vehi- 
cles, then threw stones at police 
and journalists. Shots also were 
fired, but no injuries were reported. 

Police Warrant Officer Andy 


Pieke said officers fired rubber bul- 
lets to disperse a mob at one point. 
Most of the shooting, including 
bursts. of automatic gunfire, 
appeared to be in the air. 

Protests occurred in a few other 
areas, but most parts of South 
Africa had little reaction to the 
killing of Hani, the Communist 
Party leader whose militant opposi- 
tion to white minority rule won 
him wide respect from blacks. 

Hani, 50, also an ANC official, 
was perhaps the most popular ANC 
leader after its president, Nelson 
Mandela. His killing triggered 
fears of an angry backlash that 
could threaten talks between black 
and white leaders on ending 
apartheid, but government and 
ANC leaders said they were deter- 
mined to press ahead with talks. 

The African National Congress, 
the white-led government and 
other groups appealed for .protest- 
ers to remain peaceful. 

Police Brig. Frans Malherbe said 
Hani was shot with a pistol stolen 
by right-wing white extremists 
from a military installation in 
1990. 

Police arrested Januzu Jakub 
Wallus, 40, an immigrant from 
Poland, shortly after Hani’s killing. 
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NATO warplanes enforce no-fly zone 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina — NATO warplanes patrolled above 
an overcast Bosnia on Monday to begin enforcing a U.N. no-fly zone in 
the first flexing of the alliance’s military muscle outside its territory. 

There were no reports of confrontations, and a top Bosnian Serb com- 
mander said his troops had been told not to interfere with the NATO 
mission. 

A French Mirage 2000 jet went down in the Adriatic Sea due to engine 
failure, said the French Defense Ministry’s news service SIRPA. The 
pilot was rescued safely, it said. 

The flights were meant to impress Bosnian Serbs — the faction most 
often accused of breaking the 6-month-old ban on military flights — of 
new resolve to enforce U.N. resolutions meant to end Bosnia’s civil war. 

But Operation Deny Flight had more political than military signifi- 
cance. The year-long war has primarily been fought with artillery, tanks 
and infantry. NATO pilots were under strict orders to shoot only as a 
last resort. 

Bosnian Serbs bombarded the besieged eastern town of Srebrenica 
with renewed ferocity Monday. A U.N. official said at least 56 people 
died, including 15 children. 


Random drive-by shootings shake D.C. 


WASHINGTON — At a time when the country associates Washington 
with cherry blossoms and spring, the people of the nation’s capital are 
worrying about cold-blooded drive-by murders. 

In seven weeks, there have been 10 attacks, leaving two people dead 
and four wounded. All 10 of the drive- by attacks have occurred at night 
within a 10-block area with an abundance of back alleys of the type 
where Elizabeth Hutson was killed while walking her dog on March 23. 

In one particularly chilling attack on April 6, a 32-year-old woman said 
a man in a small car cut her off as she crossed a street. After asking, 
“How ya doing?” she said, the driver hoisted a shotgun out of his window 
and said “April Fools” and shot her in the arm. The latest victim was an 
unidentified man shot to death Friday night about 30 minutes after 
police ended their beefed-up patrols for the evening. 


Yeltsin asks students for support 


MOSCOW — Hitting the campaign trail two weeks before the referen- 
dum on his leadership, President Boris Yeltsin urged his countrymen on 
Monday to support him and endorse the “new Russia” and its post- 
Communist reforms. 

Yeltsin’s speech to Moscow students was part of a campaign swing this 
week to rally popular support before the referendum. The April 25 vote 
is aimed at resolving the power struggle between the president and the 
hard-line Congress. 

“We must defend the course for reforms together,” Yeltsin told about 
1,500 people at the Moscow Aviation Institute. “I hope you have made 
your choice to support a new Russia.” 

Today, Yeltsin plans to take his campaign to the Kuznetsk Basin, 
Russia’s largest coal deposit. In an obvious effort to win student support, 
Yeltsin signed a decree Monday more than tripling the minimal stipend 
for students and granted them food subsidies and other benefits. 


Negotiations begin in prison siege 


LUCASVILLE, Ohio — Part of Ohio’s only maximum-security prison 
remained under siege Monday after hundreds of prisoners rioted, killing 
six inmates and taking eight guards hostage. 

The state prison chief said the disturbance Sunday afternoon that pre- 
ceded the hostage-taking may have been a ruse. 

“It appears as if there was a staged fight,” said Reginald Wilkinson, 
director of the Department of Rehabilitation and Correction. 

Negotiators tried to work out a deal with some of the state’s most dan- 
gerous prisoners, asking them to free one hostage in exchange for a 
chance to outline their demands to the media. 

Negotiations were under way Monday, said Sharron Kornegay, a 
spokeswoman for the Ohio Department of Rehabilitation and Correction. 

The prisoners “are tired and hungry...., We are at a very sensitive 
stage,” she told reporters outside the 69-acre prison. 


Officials cut off electricity and water to the cellblock, and refused to . 


deliver food. Prisoners were last fed at about noon Sunday, but they may 
have stored some food in their lockers, she said: 

Kornegay said prisoners who took 24-inch batons from guards during 
the riots killed the six convicts.

Confidentiality 
increases tests 


of HIV in

With confidential and anonymous 
testing, the number of people in 
Utah receiving AIDS tests contin- 
ues to increase, according to Joan 
Klinger, program coordinator of the 
Salt Lake Family Health 
Department. 

AIDS testing in Provo at the Utah 
County Health Department is con- 
fidential, but to get anonymous 
testing, residents of Utah County 
must travel to Salt Lake City. 

The Utah County Health 
Department gives confidential test- 
ing, which means the name of the’ 
person being tested is kept in a 
locked filing cabinet. Only certain 
people, such as the directors of the 
department, have access to the file. 

The Salt Lake Family Health 
Department offers both confiden- 
tial and anonymous testing. In an 
anonymous AIDS test the person 
can only be identified by a number. 
The name is never put on any file 
or document. 

There is a benefit to confidential 
testing, said Margie Golden, 
bureau director of the school of 
nursing and communicable dis- 
eases. 

“The reason we keep names on 
file is for follow-up tests. 
Anonymous testing isn’t necessary 
most of the times,” Golden said. 

With confidential testing, the per- 
son will already havea file of what 
testing and counseling has been 
done in the past. If the person 
chooses to test anonymously and 
has to have follow-up tests, they 
would have to start over with the 
first test and interview, Golden 
said. 

“No one can find out the person’s 
name. We won't tell insurance com- 
panies. Even a court order will not 
release the person’s name from the 
locked file,” Golden said. 

The main reason that the Health 
Department in Salt Lake City 
offers confidential testing is to keep 
demographic records, Klinger said. 

“This (information) tells us where 
we need to concentrate on educa- 


tion. Even with anonymous testing 
we ask them to leave their age and 
zip code,” Klinger said. 

Another reason for confidential 


testing is that it enables the 
department to contact others that a 


- positive person may have infected, 


said Dr. Joel Miner, director of the 
Utah County Health Department. 

“The person that has tested posi- 
tive has the option of telling us the 
people they may have put at risk. 
We then can notify those people 
and tell them that they have been 
named as someone who might have 
been exposed and they should be 
tested,” Miner said. 

The person that offers the names 
of people they have put at risk is 
never named when the other peo- 
ple are notified. The people are 
notified in person by the state 
health department, Golden said. 

In Salt Lake City the confidential 
files are kept in locked cabinets, 
behind locked doors, Klinger said. 

The Salt Lake department start- 
ed AIDS testing in 1986. As of 
March 30, 1992, the clinic has per- 
formed 23,366 tests, and 579 of 
those have turned out positive, 
Klinger said. 

“We have seen an increase of the 
number of people that want to be 
tested, but we haven’t really seen 
an increase in positive results,” 
Miner said. 

The test also consists of counsel- 
ing. The counseling takes about a 
half hour and is given prior to the 
blood test, Golden said.“The most 
important part is the pre-test coun- 
seling. We talk to the person about 
what HIV is and talk to them 
about why they wanted the test,” 
Klinger said. 

The person receives counseling on 
what behavior put them at risk and 
how. to avoid that risk in the 
future, Golden said. 

The Utah County Health 
Department also offers follow-up 
treatment for those who test posi- 
tive. A support group is:offered for 
these people, their family and 
friends. It is a good way to identify 
the resources available, Miner said. 


Urgent landing delays 
Bush's trip to Kuwait

HOUSTON — A Kuwait Airways 
jet taking former President. Bush 
and his family to Kuwait made an 
emergency landing shortly after 
takeoff Monday because of wing 
damage. 

No injuries were reported and the 
Bushes returned to their Houston 
home without incident. They will 
try to fly again to the emirate 
Tuesday morning on a new plane, 
said Andrew Maner, a Bush 
spokesman. 

The Boeing 747 took off from 
Ellington Field 20 miles south of 
Houston and was in the air for 
about one hour when it was forced 
to land at Houston Intercontinental 
Airport, airport spokeswoman Tina 
Ceppi said. 

The plane had wing damage, 
Ceppi said, but she had no further 
details. 

Local broadcasts reported that a 
gash was visible between the left 
wing and fuselage. 

Bush, his wife Barbara and sever- 
al other family members were trav- 
eling to Kuwait for a three-day 
visit. The government-run Kuwait 
News Agency carried a statement 
issued by the office of the emir, 
Sheik Jaber al-Ahmed al-Sabah, 
announcing that Kuwait was “mak- 
ing arrangements for another 
plane.”

Graduates must face 
the world’s challenges

The Marriott Center, and other buildings on campus, will be asea of black caps 
and gowns as graduates are recognized for years of hard work. While some plan 
to continue to climb the rungs of higher education, others will be leaving the 
safety and relative predictability of academia for a world perhaps not so conge- 
nial as the one they have encountered at BYU. 

Unemployment is rampant in many parts of the country—the unemployment 
rate in California hit 9.4 percent in March, and many of the Northeastern and 
Southern states are plagued with rates above 8 percent. Discrimination stub-

I wish to thank Daren P. Yeager of 
Houston and Kevin Stokes of Los Alamos 
for giving me such a good reason to write 
to the editor. I laud their courage to 
express their opinions so openly in their 
letters printed Tuesday, but having been 
present at the protest, I have a different 
point of view. 

I was originally offended at Daren’s use 
of words like zealots, frenzied, and fanatics 
but realized that such opinionated and 
judgmental words help bring attention to 
this important issue. Such judgments are 
easily made based on the information the 
media presented. Actually, the protesters 
met Friday evening and all day Saturday 
examining the issue of nuclear testing as 
well as nonviolent protesting. Without 
attending these meetings, it is impossible 
to understand what the experience was 
like. 

The scriptures and the teachings of our 


_ leaders were not ignored. Quite the oppo- 


site. We reflected deeply on the experi- 
ences of Jesus Christ, Joseph Smith, and 
other key LDS figures, as well as Martin 
Luther King Jr., Gandhi and others (many 
of whom were incarcerated at least once 
for what they believed in, including 
Christ). The people I associated with at the 
protest are people of character and integri- 
ty that are willing to risk the ostracism of 
their religious peers in order to let the 
country and world know that they, as LDS 
members, believe that world peace can be 
achieved through the nonviolent methods 
espoused by those mentioned above 
instead of traditional, violent means.

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Museum to host 
last lecture | 
of semester

Overcrowding may: make those 
who arrive late scramble to get a 
seat for the last lecture of the 
semester at the BYU Earth Science 
Museum tonight. 

Janita Anderson, director of pro- 
grams for the Earth Science 
Museum, said the lectures have 
been so popular and the space so 
limited that people have had to be 
turned away. 

J. Keith Rigby, BYU geology pro- 
fessor emeritus, will be lecturing at 
7 p.m. on understanding rock for- 
mations in southeastern Utah. 

“Tm basically aiming at the gen- 
eral public: who have little back- 
ground in identifying rocks,” he 
said. “What I want to do is make it 
so people with limited experience 
can go into southeastern Utah and 
understand the history of the 
region.” 


Rigby said the color of rocks, lay- - 


ering of rocks and fossils found in 
them can tell us a lot about their 
history. 

“They can tell us if the rocks accu- 


mulated as stream deposits or a 


delta,” he said. 

Rigby said he will emphasize rock 
layering but will also be talking 
about how rocks can explain the 
environment dinosaurs lived in. 

“People are becoming more aware 
of our museum,” Anderson said. “It 
is unfortunate that our facilities 
are not adequate to hold large 
numbers of people.” 

Misti Pinock, secretary for the 
Earth Science Museum, said they 
usually set up 80 chairs, but 
between 90 and 100 people have 
been attending the lectures this 
semester. As a result, 10 to 20 peo- 
ple have to stand or sit on the floor 
during the lectures.

Apartment checkouts can be costly

Students who coast through cleaning checks dur- 
ing the school year may be in for a harsh reality 
when it comes time to check out of their apartments 
at the end of the semester. 

“We try to be a little easier during the school year, 
but we try to ‘white glove’ everything during final 
checkouts,” said Dave. Petrakovitz, Riviera 
Apartments property manager. 

King Henry Apartments manager Shelley Savage 
agreed. “We get really picky at the end of the semes- 
ter,” she said. 

“Our final checks aren’t that hard because we have 
weekly checks during the year,” said Elms’ resident 
Brian Whitaker, a 22-year-old junior from Gallup, 
N.M., majoring in international relations and 
French. 

Most managers agree that students can make their 
lives easier by following some simple guidelines. 

“Cleaning thoroughly for monthly checks makes it 
easier in the end,” Petrakovitz said. 

Many of the student apartment complexes in Provo 
have routine checks for basic cleaning. 

“We have monthly checks during the year,” said 
Marcella Davis, manager of the University Villa 
Apartments. “During these we check for basic 
things, like whether the stove and refrigerator are 
clean. But during the final checks it’s more thor- 
ough.” 

Davis said the time that students clean can Bigp 
make a difference. 

“It’s easiest to pack and then clean,” 


she said. 


“Then you don’t have to worry about all of your 
things getting in the way.” 

Some apartment complexes tell tenants who will 
be responsible for which area of the apartment. 
Others even supply tenants with instructions on 
how to clean problem areas. 

“We give everyone a cleaning packet and it tells 
everyone what areas will be checked and how they 
need to clean those areas,” Savage said. 

Tiffani. Angus, Raintree Apartments office manag- 
er, said her complex uses a similar procedure. 

“Everyone gets a cleaning packet around April 1,” 
Angus said. “There are six jobs, and each one has its 
own page.” 

Angus estimated that an average of one tenant per 
apartment at Raintree fails the final checkout. 

Petrakovitz said 25 percent to 30 percent of the 
tenants at The Riviera must have additional clean- 
ing done for them. 

Those who do not do‘their cleaning are charged for 
rechecks or, depending on the complex, they are 
charged the cost of having someone do their cleaning 
for them. 

“We have to charge something,” Petrakovitz said. 
“There is a $5 charge the first time they fail, and 
they are rechecked 4 to 7 days later.” 

If they fail again they are charged another $5 and 
are rechecked again. Petrakovitz said after three 
failures they are charged an additional $5 and must 
pay for someone to do the additional cleaning. 

“T think they’re a good idea, even’ if they are a 
pain,” Whitaker said. “It’s a courtesy for those who 
are moving in afterwards, but it’s also just a matter

Alysia (not her real name), a 
sophomore, loved to go to Latin 
dances. She liked the music, liked 
to dance and liked talking with 
people in Spanish, a language she 
learned as a foreign exchange stu- 
dent in Spain. 

But Alysia considers a particular 
dance she went to last year more 
important than the rest. 

“TI walked in and I was like, 
“Hmmm,” she recalled. A dark- 
haired young man, a native of 
Colombia, was standing next to 
Oscar, one of her friends. 

“1 walked up to Oscar and he 
introduced me to Leo. Leo asked 
me to dance, and we danced all 
night long.” 

They went skiing together the 
next day, a Saturday. During their 
trip to Park City they discussed 
their goals and what they wanted 
to do with their lives. “Almost 
everything we talked about was 
totally in common,” Alysia said. 

By Monday night they were 
engaged to be married. 

While fast engagements might 
not be the rule at BYU, students 
here are known for not always tak- 
ing their time when it comes to 
marital matters. 

Thomas Holman, associate profes- 
sor of family science, conducted a 
study of 56 couples who were mar- 
ried during the summer of 1979 
and found that the average length 
of time before engagement was four 
months. Holman says that the 
fastest courtship in his sample was 
one week. 

All of the marriages in the study 
took place in temples of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints, and most of the sub- 
jects had connections to BYU. 
Follow-up interviews were held in 
1987. 

By the time of the follow-up, two 
of the couples had divorced, 
Holman said. “That’s less than four 
percent. By eight years, out of the 
average American group of married 
couples, 25 percent have divorced. 

“T get no indication (from the 
study) that length of. courtship or 
engagement. was related to how 
well the couples did in their mar- 
riages,” he said.

Holman said there are three rea- 

sons BYU students, or LDS people 
in general, seem to become engaged 
fairly quickly. 

Number one, “we're socialized to 
get married,” he said. 

The second reason is physical 
intimacy. Members of the LDS 
Church “have these extremely 
strict standards that other people 
just don’t have,” and that can con- 
tribute to the desire for marriage. 

Third, said Holman, many cou- 
ples say they receive confirmations 
from a heavenly source that marry- 
ing their partner is right. 

Holman said that for some, the 
confirmation can be the calm, 
peaceful sense that the engage- 
ment is right and good, while for 
others it can be more dramatic. 

“Tt’s more than just a quickie 
emotional high,” he said. “Just as 
we have to be so careful about the 
scientific method, it is the same 
way with spiritual things. There is 
a procedure and we need to follow 
that procedure. The myth is that it 
can come quickly and doesn’t take 
much effort.” 

As for Rebecca Bruce, getting 
engaged to her husband, Dennis, 
after two weeks of dating “was like 
another step — it was natural,” she 
said. 

During those two weeks the cou- 
‘ple spent most of their time togeth- 
er. “I think there’s a line past 
where you can really get to know a 
person,” Dennis said. 

“Most people talk on a more 
superficial level at first, and then 
after two or three months they 
start to open up. But Rebecca and I 
were talking on a deeper basis — it 
wasn’t just superficial. After two 
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weeks, I knew her whole life story 
— I knew everything about her.” 
Elvin Tanner, a psychologist at 
BYU’s Counseling and 
Development Center, said that get- 


ting engaged quickly is not always 


a wise idea. “The shorter the 
acquaintance, the more likely the 
couple is to have difficulties 
because the less they know about 
each other,” he said. 

John became engaged to a woman 
about a month after first dating 
her. “I had a pie-in-the-sky image 
of BYU,” he said. “I was going to 
come here to get an education and 
meet a good LDS girl. But when I 
got up here, things weren’t the way 
I pictured them.” 

He went home to California for a 
break, where he was reintroduced 
to a woman who had been a slight 
acquaintance the summer before. 
“We both wanted to find some- 
body,” he said. 

He soon realized, however, that 
he didn’t know her as well as he 
thought and that their goals and 
priorities were different. Three 
months after they started dating, 
the engagement was off. 

Rebecca said she would not, in 
retrospect, have done things differ- 
ently. “Even though I did it, I still 
don’t think it’s right,” she said. “If 
you do it that quickly you are going 
on chance, because people can put 
on facades.”

“It seems like an eternity since BYU has beaten 
Utah,” said men’s tennis coach Jim Osborne.

Volunteers 
find jobs 
with help of 
United Way

Several nonprofit organizations 
throughout Utah County provide 
individuals an opportunity to vol- 
unteer their time and skills. 

Volunteering is a great way to 


serve someone in need, said Lile’ 


Lavaki, director of the United Way 
Volunteer Center. 
“Many people don’t know that the 


Volunteer Center is available in | 


the community,” Lavaki said. 

“We are happy to match up volun- 
teers with projects that are great 
for individuals as well as groups of 
employees, church groups, youth 
groups and families.” 

Many projects are in need of help. 
For example, Easter Seals volun- 
teers can help chronically ill adults 
and disabled children by providing 
respite care to families. 

Kids On The Move volunteers 
help-in the afternoon with various 
classroom activities. 

This organization provides sup- 
port, therapy and services for 
infants and toddlers with disabili- 
ties and their families. 

The Food & Shelter Coalition and 
the Orem Public Library also enlist 
the help of volunteers to run their 
programs. 

Two agencies added to the list of 
organizations supported by the 
United Way are Payson Read, a 
program to combat illiteracy in the 
southern part of the county, and 
Community Action, which operates 
programs that have an impact on 
families living in poverty. 

“The real purpose of the 
Volunteer Center is to match 
potential volunteers with agencies, 
as well as to help the agencies effi- 
ciently involve their volunteers,” 
Lavaki said. “All a person needs to 
do to be set up with an organiza- 
tion is contact the Volunteer 
Center.” 

Volunteers can also participate in 
the Adopt-a-Grandparent program. 
Volunteers “befriend” elderly indi- 
viduals by visiting them once a 
week, reading to them or helping 
them with errands and other tasks. 

The Utah State Hospital volun- 
teers help with physical therapy 
and no experience is necessary. 
Volunteers are especially needed 
during spring and summer since 
many students leave the area at 
that time. 

While the Volunteer Center han- 
dles most volunteer applications for 
organizations in Utah County, 
other community services seek vol- 
unteers on their own. 

The Center for Women and 
Children in Crisis has three volun- 
teer programs and provides a train- 
ing session for each, said Denise 
Lofthouse, volunteer coordinator 
for the center. 

“The Shelter Volunteer program 
involves volunteering for one, four- 
hour shift per week,” Lofthouse 
said. 

“We also have volunteer programs 
for rape crisis and children.” 

“We use volunteers on a need 
basis,” Lofthouse said. “Sometimes 
we have as many volunteers as we 
need, other times we don’t.” 

Those interested in volunteering 
at the Center for Women and 
Children in Crisis should call or 
visit the office to have their name, 
pies and phone number put on 
a list.
